AMATEUR LICENSE FEES 


The FCC has now officially adopted a schedule of fees for various classes 
of radio operator's licenses. The following material is excerpted from FCC 
Docket No. 14507: 


"«---IT IS ORDERED That, effective January 1, 1964, Part 1, Practive and 
Procedure IS AMENDED as set forth in that attached Appendix. " 


“Part 1 is amended by adding a new Subpart G as follows: 
1.601 Payment of fees 


(a) Each formal application for which a fee is prescribed in this 
subpart must be accompanied by a remittance in the full amount of 
the fee. In no case will an application be accepted for filing or 
processed prior to payment of the full amount specified. Applica- 
tions for which no remittance is received, or for which an insuffi- 
cient amount is received, may be returned to the applicant. 


(b) Fee payments accompanying applications received in the 
Commission's Offices in Washington, D.C.,, or in any of the 
Commission's field offices, should be in the form of a chéck or 
money order payable to the Federal Communications Commission. 
The Commission will not be responsible for cash sent through the 
mails. All fees collected will be paid into the United States 
Treasury as miscellaneous receipts in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Title V of the Independent Offices Appropriations Act 
of 1952 (5 USC 140). 


(c) Receipts will be issued upon request in the case of payments 
made in person, but no receipts will be issued for payments sent 
through the mails. - 


(a) All fees will be charged irrespective of the Commission's dis~ 
position of the application. Applications returned to the applicant 
for additional informations or corrections will not require an addi- 
tional fee when resubmitted. Refunds will be made only in the case 
of payments in excess of the fee prescribed in this subpart. "

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MOBILEERS TAKE NOTE 


The following is quoted from Modern Electrics Magazine: “Recently 
exhibited at the Brussels Auto Show was a regular wireless sending and 
receiving station installed in a Limousine car in use by the artillery corps 
of the Belgian army, which has so far proven entirely successful. 

"In the interior of the body the operator is seen manipulating the send- 
ing key. Under the table a 4" Rhumkorff spart)coil is installed, also the 
batteries for sending and receiving. 

"On a table on the left side of the key are the coherer and tape regis- 
ter; the oscillators and adjustable condensers are in the background. The 
coherer is suspended in a four-ring pivoted system, which, in turn, is 
suspended on strong rubber bands. This arrangement makes it possible 
to receive messages accurately and keep the coherer always horizontally. 
Shocks and vibrations resulting from travelling over rough roads have little 
effect on the arrangement. The antenna is a collapsible mast, which is 
about 10 feet high; it is attached on the roof of the Limousine. If obstacles 
are encountered, the mast can be laid down on the roof. An extra antenna 
is also carried and can be fastened on top of the regular aerial mast. Jt is 
made of thin brass tubes, which telescope into each other. Extended and 
placed on top of the regular mast, the height of the aerial can be increased 
up to 25 feet. 

" The ground connection is made by trailing a metallic netting between 
the rear wheels of the automobile. This has been-found quite successful 
and gives an excellent ground, except on very dry, dusty roads or on very 
dry asphaltum streets. "

FIELD DAY is here again and we of PHILMONT hope to bring home a winner this year. We 
ware betting on F/D MESSAGES to do the trick and we need all the messages we can eee to 
.ake our bet. 


1, We need a F/D Message from every member of the Club, whether or not mobile. 

If you are working mobile - send the message from your-mobile, 25 points real easy. 

If you are not going to operate mobile - send one from the home station, you do not get any 
points, but it will give the mobiles the extra messages needed to relay. 


2. Do your best to get a message into W3RQZ/M prior to mid-night June 22. If not possible, 
send it later, BUT-SENDIT. A "sample" message is enclosed. Use as is, and keep it for 
your log records, 


3. The message operation should work like a chain letter, W3RQZ/M will start the chain in 
motion on saturday at mid-night. He will pass all messages received,up to that time, to 
W3AWH, who will be the first Phil motor to receive the messages. John will then have the 
number two man waiting at 12:30 a.m. to receive the messages. At the end of the line 
W3TKQ/M will be standing by, as late as is necessary, to receive all messages. 


4, If we can get 75 messages to work with, every active mobile will be able to get 150 points 
for message handling and 25 points for initiating amessage. To those who work hard for 
single contacts - you know a score like this is most rewarding. 


5. In order to save time, the message forms furnished will require only a few entries. 
("ake them accurate and only pass along the entries. It will not be necessary to read the 
~omplete message after the first one - so practice a little to make EVERY SINGLE SECOND 
count, 


6. With these planned arrangements, there are a few things to keep in mind: 
a) You cannot relay your own message ~ so don't accept it - have it by-passed around 
you to the fellow who follows you. This will prevent the loss of a message each time the 


relay is performed. In the event you are stuck with a message, give it to someone. 


b) If possible, rendezvous with your relay station at close range and use Channel 2 to 
run your traffic, If any difficulty arises, always return to Channel 1 and RQZ/M for aid. 


7. The Field Day Rules are about the same as in the past. Use 30-watts to get the 3 
multiplier and keep your logs in good order. 


8, There will be ample food available at the Field Day Site, location same as last year. 
Stop by for a coffee break and other refreshments.
